A HOTFIGHT IN THE COMMONS

!’n‘l‘ TORIES BITTERLY CONTEST 'THE
CLOSURE RESOLUTION.

They A Sindnt of Chohing OF e
hate on A Proposed Change In the CTon-
siltntion —Motion after Motion to Ad-
Journ—8ti1l at It Farly this Morning=The
HMonse Fiaally Adjonras at 4 A, M,

Loxnox, Juns 20.—In the Houss of Commens
to.day Mr. Gladstono moved the adoption of
the resolution, the terma of whiah were read in
in the Houss yostorday, providiog for the
nulcker passage of the Home Hule blil, In
speaking to his motion Mr. Gladstonosald that
the Governmont would not feel justifled in
sanctinning any Intermission in the businese
af the Houso hy prorogulng or adjournipg
Parliament until the Home HRuls bill was
passed and sopply voted. The resclution wan
abrolitely necemsary. It was as considerate
an he could porslbly contrive. Without re-
porting to momo method of elosure, It would
take more than twelve maonths to pasa the bill
in Committes of the Whole, The character of
the amendments was such that il they wera
nccepted they would destroy tho bill. The
Government had other important measures
which he hoped the House would have time to
deal with,

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, tho leadar of
the Opponition in the House, here msked:
“How ean nroposnls curtalling the lberty of
discussion of the Home Ruls bill be a neceasity
whoen tha Primo Minister in the same branth
says that there Is plenty time to settie other
guestions ?'

Continuing. Mr. Balfour snid It wax party ex-
pedlency and not parlinmentary necessity that
Inspired the resalujlon. Nothing but the wholo
energies of Parlinment during the whole res-
ston were adequato tothe Home Huls bill, The
Government wishod to evade discunsion of a
new Conatitution affecting the United King-
dom,

Mr. Ballour donled that there was a parallel
butween the closurs resslutions of the Con-
nervatives In 1887 and the presant resolutiona
The Crimes bill of 1847 was urgent, whilo the
Home Rule bill is not. He defsnided tho
amendments to the bill, saylng that though
they wera numerous none of them were ob-
structive. Never had debates condusted In
Committes of the Whole shown more regard
for the rules of tho House, nor had nmend-
menta offerad mora rolevancy to the subject
mattor of the blll they were proposed to Im-
prove.

T. W. Russell, champlon of the men of Ulater.
moved the rojeation of the resolution.

John Chamberlain, lender of the Liberal
Unionlsts, apoko st length’against the Gov-
ernment's plan for eurtalling tho debats In the
commIittes stage. In 1847, he snid, the Liber-
als had reslsted the Government's closure pro-

osnle an cutting the roots of parlinmentary
rn-d.ttunnnn. Hnil the gentlemen now leading
the Libernl party lorgotten the Indignntion
and alnrm to which they then gave ulterance ?
1f not, how ecoull thoy justlly thamselves in
ndopting n_murh harsher method llm?_thnt
used by the Government In_ INKT? Where
could they find an excuss for shutting off de-
Lato on such A momentous measirs 4 the
Home Kule bill. which Imparilled the life of
the eountry, which abollshed the treaty of
union that had existed between tiroat Hritain
and Ireland for ninety years? The abject of
the resolution was virtualiy to .Euu the ehisl
contracting party tothe union. Nothlng more
monstrous lind ever bLoesn proposed in the
Hnusa,

Nir Edward Clarke, Conservative for Plym-
outh, denouncod the Government for pot
noticing the arguments of the Unlonists. This
sallence, he said, was such s pieen of Parlin-
mentary disnourtesy ns had not hefore been
remrﬁml. It wos the evidence ol polltical
cowaridlea

Mr. Chanlin, President of the Board of Agrl-
eulture wndertho Inst Salisbury Administra-
tion, eriticired the Minlsters hardly lesa
sharply for their refusal to debate the resolu-
tion, and eventunlly moved that, as n protest
ngainst (he conduct of the Ministry, an ad-
